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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board of Francestown:— 


Herewith is submitted for your consideration my fourth 
annual report on the condition and progress of your schools. 


TEACHERS 


In September only one change in the teaching force was 
necessary. Miss, Barrett in the Grammar School resigned 
and Miss Young was secured to take her’ place. Number one 
school, on-account of the few number of children that would 
have been in attendance there this year, was closed and the 
pupils transported to the village. This is the only wise plan 
when a school gets so small that it is no longer profitable to 
keep it open. And especially is this true when, as is ordin- 
arily the case, it is impossible to get a teacher of training 
and experience to take the school. Whether we like the 
situation or not, the fact remains that the very small, remote 
rural school suffers from poor teaching due to the condition 
stated above. It sometimes happens, of course, that there 
is in the community, a teacher of ability and experience who 
is willing to take such a school, but this is not ordinarily the 
case. 


THE Work IN GENERAL 


On the whole most excellent work is being done in the 
schools. The fundamental subjects of the elementary pro-. 
gram are being well taught and the other things that are 
essential to the all round development of the child are re 
ceiving adequate attention. 

Mention has been made in previous reports of the em- 
phasis that is being placed upon arithmetic, language, and 
spelling. The stress is still being placed on these subjects. 
Our aim is to make the work that we cover as thorough as 
possible. In arithmetic in the first four grades we are trying 
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to make the four fundamental operations automatic. The 
children are drilled on the number combinations, on addi- 
tion, subtraction, multiplication, and division until they can 
do these things readily. Of course, some children get them 
more easily than others, and in much less time, but, so far 
as is possible, we are attempting to bring all children up to 
a fair degree of facility in these processes. In the grammar 
grades almost daily drill is given in mental arithmetic, and 
some pupils are becoming quite proficient in this kind of 
work. 


In spelling we have a definite list of words for each grade 
in the spelling of which each child must become as near per- 
fect as possible. There is a standard set for each twenty 
words which must be attained by every child. Frequent re- 
views are provided for, and the procedure is such that the 
child spends his time in studying words that he actually does 
not know how to spell. This not only saves time but makes 
better spellers with a larger number of words which he can 


spell correctly. 


The work in geography is along the same lines as hereto- 
fore. A new map of Europe has been provided each school. 
As soon as funds are available new geographies should be 
purchased all round. The ones now in use are somewhat old 
and out of date, because of the great changes in the map of 
the world since the Great War, and the methods of teaching 
the subject have changed radically. New wall maps of all 
the continents are needed. 


Handwriting still remains somewhat of a problem, and 
is, perhaps, the least satisfactory of all the work. This may 
be due, in part, to the lack of some definite, sensible system 
which can be taught by teachers. The Houston system seems 
to be about as near an approach to such a one as there is 
on the market at the present time, and, if funds are avail- 
able, it is planned to introduce this. Miss Young, in the 
grammar school, has been teaching the Palmer system this 
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year, which she can do very well, but this requires special 
training to do successfully. 

These subjects mentioned are considered by all to be among 
the fundamental ones. There are other subjects which are 
essential to the all round development of the child and these 
are receiving due attention. Hygiene and health, history and 
civics, current events and others are being taught. Of course, 
history in the upper grades becomes an important subject. 
In all the subjects emphasis is being placed upon the practi- 
cal, and to this end some things such as useless topics in 
arithmetic, much of the technical grammar and unfamiliar 
and seldom used words in spelling have been eliminated. 


ScHOOL BUILDINGS 


Several repairs have been made on the school buildings 
within the last year or so that have added to their useful- 
ness and comfort, but much yet remains to be done before 
they are in good condition. At present they do not give one 
the impression of well kept up, homelike places, which is so 
essential to the best school work. Few realize the effect 
upon the child which the school surroundings have, not only 
upon his present attitude toward school but also on his view- 
point on all civic matters later. Francestown has an educa- 
tional atmosphere, inherited from the past when the Academy 
did so much to mold the life of this and surrounding com- 
munities, which it should be our aim to perpetuate so far as 
possible. In making our present school buildings pleasing, 
comfortable and homelike ie we not be doing this in a 

Village school building, for 
example, could be made, at no great expense, a place in which 
the community could well take pride. It has a beautiful 


most effective manner? The 


location, and by careful planning and the expenditure of a 
few hundred dollars the building and surroundings could 
be made most attractive. Perhaps this could not all be done 
at once, but something toward this end should be done each 
year. At all events, steps should be taken this year to remedy

the present rather dilapidated appearance of the building. 
The old dry toilet in the rear should be removed. They serve 
no useful purpose now, and certainly do not add to the sur- 
roundings. The interior of the building itself should be 
thoroughly renovated. New woodwork is needed in many 
places, the floors should be renewed, the walls and ceilings 
tinted in appropriate colors, and other things done which 
need not be mentioned here in detail. These things are neces- 
sary if we are to give to the children here the training which is 
their due. This may seem to be a large program at the 
present time when taxes seem to many to be unduly high, 
but the children are worthy of it, and the best that the town 
can give them should be theirs. And, as we have said be- 
fore, it is not necessary that all things be done at once, but 
the beginning of a definite systematic plan should be made. 
I sincerely hope that the town will take the matter under 
serious consideration and make such a beginning at least. 

I have spoken only of the village school. The building in 
number four needs like treatment if it is probable that there 
will be a sufficient number of children there to warrant the 
continuance of the school. 


ATTENDANCE 


The percent of attendance for last year was 94. This did 
not quite equal the record of the year before which was 94.9% 
though it is still well above the state average. The number 
of tardiness was 90, two less than the previous year. This 
is a good record, especially in a country town where the 
children, so many of them, live at considerable distance from 
the schools. It shows a keen realization on the part of par- 
ents and children of the importance of regularity and punc- 
tuality. During the fall and winter months of this year the 
attendance has been excellent, although, as is to be expected, 
for the last few weeks it has not been as good. However, it 
has been better than in most of the towns in the Union. 
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HEALTH 


The result of the medical examination of school children 
last spring is as follows. The second column gives the re- 
sults for the year previous:

The record, on the whole, of last year shows a decrease 
in the number of defects found over the year before. If 
proper attention is given by parents to the physical ailments 
discovered at the examination much good will follow. No- 
tices are sent out to the parents of children who are discov- 
ered with defects. These notices are for the purpose of ac- 
quainting the parent with the fact that their child is suffering 
a handicap in his mental and physical development in order 
that steps may be taken to remedy the situation. To make 
the work effective we need the co-operation of all parents to 
the end that we may have a physically fit body of school 
children. While no definite data is at hand regarding the 
results of the dental clinic held in the fall, from my own 
observation and what the teachers have reported the results 
were undoubtedly very good. 

In order to emphasize the importance and necessity of 
good health regular instruction is given in the schools in 
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hygiene, including the proper care of the body and the rules 
and laws which govern the preservation of good health. 


GENERAL 


- Graduating exercises for the eighth grade were held last 
June when a class of two went out from your schools. They 
were equipped, I believe to do good High School work, and 
were well grounded in the essentials of an elementary school 
education. 


The different holidays have been observed, many of them 
by special exercises. This is especially true of Christmas 
and Memorial day. 


In closing may I express my gratitude to all who, by their 
cooperation, have helped to make the work of the schools 
successful, and to the teachers who, by their faithfulness and 
enthusiasm, have produced such good results.
